Supreme Court here today reversed and 
remanded the case agains 


Stock and Grain Co. of St. Louis, con- 
victed in the Criminal Court May 6, 1910, 
and sentenced to five years in the peni- 
tentiary for operating a bucket shop. 


Judge Ferriss, who wrote the opin- 
fom, held the bucket shop liaw to be 
vulid, but reversed the case on the 
ground that Miner was convicted as 
principal when *»e should have been 
indicted and prosecuted as agent or 
employe of the Merchants’ Stock and 
‘Grain Co. 

Miner Only an Agent, 
“The State,’’ continued Judge Ferriss, 


“practically conceded the ostensible 
principal. We concede that there is 
sufficient proof to show that the de- 
fendant was cognizant of the trans- 


actions testified to and that he could 
be held for them if he were carrying 
on the place as principal. The fact re- 
mains that he was only the agent of 
the Merchants Stéck and Grain Co., 
@ corporation.’’ 

Judge Ferriss attacked also the valid- 
ity of the indictment and declared it 
should have set out names of persons 
making sales or purchases or stated 
that they were unknown. 

The Merchants’ Stock and Grain Co. 
was the only alleged bucketshop in St. 
Louis which refused to close after the 
Circuit Attorney began criminal pro- 
ceedings against the responsible offi- 
clals conducting them. Eleven other 
firms went out of business, some of 
them after being indicted. Miner con- 
tinued to conduct the Merchants’ com- 
pany and the Circuit Attorney’s office 
centered its activities against him. 

The Chicago Board of Trade had been 
after the Merchants’ company: for 
months, and employed experts to gather 
evidence against it. C. A. Newton, for- 
mer Assistant Circuit Attorney, prose- 
cuted the case against Miner. He was 
defended by Chester H. Krum. Minter 
did not take the witness stand in his 
own behalf. 

Policeman Got Evidence. 

The argument of the Circuit Attorney 
at the trial was based on the testimony 
of Policeman Ben Heckel and John 
Chapman, who said they negotiated with 
the company for the purchase of corn. 
oats and wheat and that when they de- 
manded the delivery of their purchases 
the company failed to comply. 

The policeman did not deal directly 
with Miner and for that reason his con- 
nectiin with the company had to be 
brought out by the testimony of the 
bank cashier, with whom Miner opened 
the company's account. 


Circuit Attorney Jones told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that until he has read 
the full text of Judge Ferriss’ decision 
he wquld not discuss the future dispo- 
sition of the Miner case. 

“Obviously,” he said, “there are sey- 
eral points in the Supreme. Court’s de- 
cision which will require careful con- 
sideration.’’

Tues- 
‘day did great damage to property in 
Carondelet and Southwest St. Louis and

Seventeen blocks of telephone and elec- 
tric Hght poles were blown down on 
Proadway south of Osceola street, car- 

_ tynig with them hundreds of miles of 
wire and tearing down the feed cables 
end trolley lines of the Broadway divi- 
sion of the United Railways system. 

A large section of South St. Louis 
was without electric light, telephone 
and street car service at the going- 
to-work hour and.the United Rail- 
ways Co. sent out men in automo- 
biles to tell bewildered passengers 
which lines were still in operation.

RAILROAD PRESIDENT AND WIFE, 
AND HOME WHERE HE WAS SHOT 


MRS. RAW SUES. 
FORINSURANCE ON 
HUSBAND'S LF 


Railroad Man Was Mysteriously 
Shot During Illinois Central 
Investigation. 








Mrs. Florence W. Rawn, widow of 
Ira G. Rawn, filed suit in the Circuit 
Court Tuesday, against the Continental 
Casualty Co., to enforce payment of $5500 
on an accident policy held by her hus- 
band when he was mysteriously shot in 
his Chicago home last July. 

Rawn was president of the. Monon 
Route Railroad and bad been a directer 
of the Illinois Central and other roads. 

Rawn was found dead in the kitchen 
of his home. He had been shot with a 
revolver. Members of the family re- 
sented the police theory that he com- 
mitted suicide and stated their belief 
that he was aroused by a noise and 
went downstairs to look for burglars. 
The accident theory, on which the widow 
now sues, is that Rawn stumbled and 
that the revolver he carried was acci- 
dentally .discharged. . 

Rawn’s death came at a time when the 
Chicago grand jury was investigating 
irregularities in the car repair accounts 
of the Illinois Central covering the 
period when Rawn was vice-president 
and director of the road. A few hours 
before Rawn’s death the Circuit Attor- 
ney at Chicago had announced that he 
was about to investigate as to whether 
Rawn had any connection with the ir- 
regularities. 

Mrs. RawWm alleges that as the policy 
was in force two years before her hus- 
band’s death, it is incontestable, but al- 
leges that the company is contesting 
it on the ground that Rawn made in- 
correct statements when he obtained 


the policy.

| quently given offense to the Vatican,

March 25, 1848, the Venetian provinces, 
ahd indeed all Italy, are in mourning to- 
day.

LITTLE BOHEMIA'S 


KING DIES AFTER 
YEARS OF POWER 


Frank Matoushek, 71 Years Old, 
Wielded Great Influence 
Over Countrymen. 


Long Warfare With Father Bleha 
Is Remémbered by People 
of the Parish. 


Frank Matoushek, for many years 
known a6 the king of Little Bohemia, 


died Tuesday at his home, 1609 South 
Eleventh street. The funeral will be 
held Thursday morning at 8:30 o’clock at 
St. Wenceslaus’ Church, and all of Lit- 
tle Bohemia is expected to aftend. 

For years Matoushék, who was 71 
years old, had been a man of great 
influence with his countrymen who live 
in tle old French Market neighbor- 
They came to him with their# 
quarrels and their business perplexities. 
He advised them how to vote. He 
acquainted newly arrived immigrants 
from Bohemia of the customs of Free 
America. He helped them get a foot- 
hold in the new country and he aided 
others in getting work. He was beloved 


: by those he had befriended. 


But the King of Little Bohemia had 
his enemies and his troubles, too. His 
most noted feud was with the pastor of 
his church, Father Bleha of the St. 
John of Nepomuk’s Church. This oc- 
curred in 1902. It resulted in the crown | 
and scepter being taken from the King 
for a time. 

Dispute Over Pew Rent. 

There was a dispute between the 
King and his pastor about the payment 
of pew rent. Matoushek demanded that 
the priest give bond as administrator 
of the parish and the friends of the 
pastor lined up against the King and 
ejected him from a business meeting 
of the church. The King fell down a 
long flight of stairs and his head was 
cut. A long series of police court trials 
followed and the King was convicted 
of disturbing the peace and fined. 
Then his throne began to totter, but 


he kept up the dispute with his pastor 


about the payment of pew rent. The 
priest again took the King’s name off 
he pew. Matoushek placed it back on 
again, and agajn it was removed and 
the little iron plate beneath which the 
card rested was removed, too. Then 
Matoushek pasted his card on and it 
was washed off. He got some of the

SHIP IS SEVEN 
MONTHS GOING 
ROUND THE HORN 


By Associated Press. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., March 7.—The 
American ship Arayan which reached 
port yesterday, after being out 207 
days, spoke to but one vessel on her 
voyage around the Horn. Forty days 
after clearing a steam vessel was 
sighted, but since that time nothing 
had been heard from the ship, and 
two months ago all hope for her 
safety was abandoned. 

She hails from Philadelphia. 

Three months ago the last of the 
fresh meat, vegetables and potatoes 
were used up and the tobacco supply 
also was exhausted. 

When the ship was brought into 
post today, a quantity of fresh provi- 
sions and a supply of tobacco was 
sent aboard. The officers did not un- 
derstand that the tobacco was in- 
tended for the crew and serious 
trouble was narrowly averted. Order 
was restored when the men were 
given their share of the tobacco. 

Despite the hardships which they 
suffered, the crew of 22 men and of- 
ficers reached port in good physical 
condition. Preparations are being

Miss Harriet Taylor Tells St. 
Louisans of the Marvelous 
Changes in the Oriert. 


NEW ERA IN COUNTRY 


Celestials No Longer Take More 
Than One Wife—Eager for 
Occidental Education. 


China is beginning to learn that wom- 
an has a soul, asserts Miss Harriet 
Taylor of New York, executive secre- 
tary of the foreign department of the 
National Board of the Y. W. C. A. ‘She 
is the guest of Mrs. Selden P. Spencer. 

“For ages the Chinese men believed 
that women had no soul,” she said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘They are 
beginnins to abandon that belief and 
women in China are becoming as free 
as her American sisters. Chinese w3m- 
en are giving wp the binding of their 
feet and are seeking education. For 
ages hina believed that she knew all 
there was to know and that the West 
could teach her nothing. Now they are 
eager for the education of the West and 
especially the men of China are eager 
to’ have their wives und daughters 
taught. 

Are ‘Apt Scholars. 

‘How complets has been the change 
of China in her attitude toward women 
is shown by the fact that six Chinese 
redial are in American colleges now, all 
their expenses being paid by the Gov- 
ernment of China. Recently in the 
Teachers’ College of New York a Chi- 
nese woman took highest honors over 
72 American men in a competitive ex- 
amination. They are apt scholars. 





“Tn 1901 there was not a woman’s 


choo! in China. Now in the: province | 
of Chilhi alone there are 136 girls’ 
that it is impossible to neep up the 
statistics of growth. 

“A learned Chinese asked me if I had 
come to teach their women. I told him 
I had not. He asked me to try and 
have another teacher sént who would 
give her whole time ito teaching the 
women. 

“The change ts seen in the marriage 
customs. It used to be that a man did 
not court his future wife. The marriage 
was all arrang@i by a. professional 
match-maker, and a Chinese of the 
better class had his chief wife and one 
or more slave wives. 

One Wife Now. 

‘This is being changed and it is be- 
coming disgraceful for a man to have 
more than one wife. The Chinese wife 
used to be the toy and slave of her hus- 
band. Now the Chinese of the better 
clas§ wants his wife to be the head 
of the household and to be educated and 
his equal in all things,” 

A Chinese dinner prepared and served 
under the direction,of. Miss Taylor was 
given to the members of the Y. W. C. 
A. in the gymnasium at Lucas and Gar- 
rison avenues Monday evening. Chop 
suey, bamboo sprouts, sharks’ fins and 
ether Chinese delicacies were served.

He 
recommends the appropriation of $525,000 
in addition to the amounts already pro- 
vided. . 

The Governor recommends: that all 
property in the State be assessed at 
the same per oent of its value, that the 
State saloon license be made $300 in 


all parts of Missouri, that corporation | 


ffanchise tax and general inheritance 
tax laws be passed, that all clubs which 
sell liquor be licensed by the State gnd 
that the State tax or express com- 
panies be increased. P 


More Appropriations Asked. 
The message asks for an appropria- 


tion of $260,000 for a State reformatory 
for young men, $50,000 for a negro girls’ 
industrial home, $25,009 to reimburse cit- 
izens of St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Springfield for money spent for the 


for the Immigration Commission for the 
hext two years, $75,000 for additional 
buildings for State eleemosynary insti- 
tutions and $75,000 for repairing the State 
capitol. : | 

The message in part is: 

‘‘While it is too much to expect of any 
system that it will secure the complete 
return of all property for the purpose 
of taxation, ‘experience has shown that 
@ very considerable portion will not be 
returned for the purpose of taxation so 
long as one class of property is as- 
sessed at its full value and other classes 
of property at from 15 to 33 per cent of 
their full value. 


Equalizing Dramshop Tax. 
“T further suggested and I again seek 


to impress upon you the necessity and 
advisability of equalizing the State tax 
upon dramshop licenses throughout the’ 
State by making such tax, at least, $300 
@ year, the amount that is now as- 
sessed (against two-thirds of the dram- 
shop licenses of the State through the 
action of the Excise Commissioner of 
St. Louis and the county courts in Jack- 
son County and a few other counties bs 
the State. 

‘The enforcement of the wholesale 
liquor dealers’ license tax law has been 
prevented by court proceedings to test 
its constitutionality. 
such changes be made in the existing 
law as will correct the defects alleged 
to exist. 

“T also recommend the passage of a 
corporation franchise tax law, such as 
has been considered by the General As- 
sembly for the last six or eight years, 
and again recommend to your favorable 
consideration the passage of a general 
inheritance tax law which, with proper 
exemptions, shall impose a graduated 
tax upon direct, as well as collateral, in- 
heritances. 


License for All Clubs. 
“T have also recommended the passage 


of a law requiring all clubs, whether in- 
corporated or unincorporated, to secure 
a license before they can engage in the 
distribution of intoxicating liquors to 
members, and upon such license there 
should be. imposed a State tax. While 
the necessity and tmportance of this lw 
as a measure of regulation far exceeds 
its importance from a revenue stand- 
point, the latter in the present emerg- 
ency is not to be disregarded. 

“T am of the opinion'that the present 
law, which imposes a tax of $1.25 upon 
each $100 of gross receipts for business 
done by express companies within: the 
State could well be Increased to such 
amount as such companies are required 
to pay in contiguous states and states 
similar in population and wealth. These 
amounts range from 2 to 5 per cent, or

YUCATAN TOWNS | 
ROBBED BY BANDS 


Three Places Attacked ° by 
Small Forces of Rebels and 


Troops Are Beaten.

MEXICO CITY, March 17.~—Telegrams 
from Merida and Progreso reached here 
today, containing news of an assault 
upon Peto, in Yucatan, the southern 
terminus of the United Railroads, en 
Sunday. The assailants were said to 
be.a small band of natives of the dis- 
trict. They surprised a gmall number 
ef gendarmes and captured their head- 
quarters, killing three . officers. The 
place was robbed of arms and ammuni- 
tion. , 

At Temax, on the eastern division 
of the railroad, three men were killed, 
one of whom was Jefe Politico Her- 
rera. Trouble also was reported to have 
occurred at. Soluta and other nearby 
small tewns. 

Reports of the encounter near Iguala 
in Guerrero are coming in. The first 
clash was said to have occurred between 
50 men of the State troops and several 
hundred rebels at Huitguco, and to have 
continued for four hours. The rebels 
were driven to refuge in a church. 

A body of rebel horsemen coming 
upon soldiers unloading a case of am- 
munition from’ a mule believed they were 
facfhg a machine gun ¢nd fied. Those in 
the church also became panic-stricken 
and followed in confusion. Feur-soldiers 
were killed and 11 wounded. The rebels 
left none of their number behind. It 
was theught they had retreated toward 
Chilpancingo, but three automobiles 
reached Iguala from there yesterday 
without having seen them.

BERNHARDT WINS 
SPEGIAL FAVOR 


Great Actress Peculiarly Vital as 
the Little Napoleon of Cruel 
Destiny. 


A DRAMA OF RETRIBUTION 


Its PiteouS Central Figure the 
Sacrifice Demanded for a 
Father’s Sins. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
N “L’Aiglon,” most pathetic of all 
| commentaries on the ultimate fu- 
tility of the Great Napoleon’s world- 
dazzling achievements, Sarah Bernhardt 
on Monday night at the Olympic Thea- 
ter held a big and finely comprehending 
audience splendidly subject ¢0 the sway 
of her potent art in the creative drama. 
For the time being she became the 
weakly. dreamful and impotent son of 
the mighty Corsican, himself the crea- 
ture of France’s bloody protest against 
hereditary class distinction, yet so 
false to The Terror’s teaching that he 
filched anew from history’s rubbish 
heap the crown of The Terror’s repudi- 
ating, placed it on his own head and 
married the daughter of an Austrian 
Emperor, descendant of the Caesars, to 
hold secure this crown of his own stulti- 
fication. 


Here was the supremest tragedy of 
Napoleon’s life—and here, with dread- 
ful logic,. is the supremest tragedy of 
Edmond Rostand’s stage story of the 
Eaglet, born of the Eagle’s shame. 


Great poets,j/ almost in despite of 
Telentless seers of 
the Truth. Great players, surrender- 
ing their genius to the service of great 
poets, are merciless illustrators of 
the Truth. Sarah Bernhardt, giving 
the breath of life to the poor little 
Duke of Reichtadt, points with fatal- 
istic directness the moral of Ro- 
stand’s convinting preachment of 
the ultimate curse that fell on Bona- 
parte for his betrayal of the cause 
of Freédom that first opened his way 
to greatness. 


For the sole Napoleonic inheritance 
that came from the Hapsburg blood 
was that inheritance of vacillating 
weakness which nullified whatever of 
conquerful strength was in the Bona- 
parte blood—and never is this truth 
made plainer than when Bernhardt 
plays “L’Aiglon,” the pitiful little 
pawn of Destiny through whom the 
very last payment of the penalty for 
his father’s treachery to republican 
France was demanded and compelled. 
This was the teaching of Monday 
night's performance at the Olympic 
Theater in St. Louts, a teaching: that 
none who saw with open eyes could 
at any moment dispute. 

The satire of the idcbinigndene’s 
irony ‘in dealing with history’s biggest 


figure—is appalling, alike on history's 


written page and on that more vital 
page across the footlights where the 
boy Bonaparte moves When “L’Aigion”’ 
is the play of Bernhardt’s playdng. It 
is amazing that Rostand’s poetic drama 
should be supposed to revivify and re- 
fresh’ the Napoleonic legend to which 
France still kneels in national worship. 
Its every line, its every situation, its 
every flood and ebb tide of the weak- 
ened Napoleonic current in L’Aigion’s 
veins, accuses and condemns, not ex- 
cuses and acquits, the faithless father 
to whom all the poor little Eaglet’s woes 


were due. 

Thus, then, went forward the progress 
of the Rostand play on Monday night 
at the Olympic Theater in St. Louis. It 
was presented with breathing lifelike- 


the veritable Eaglet in the flesh, cap- 
tive, enmeghed by Destiny, which is al- 
ways retributive, an Eaglet not capable 
of flight because the Eagle’s breed was 
crossed with that of a groundling strain, 
a helpless thing of vain aspiration and 
effort doomed to failure. 

In such a story, drawn from real life 
and told in the mimic life of the stage 
by a great poet, there are of necessity 
many moments of the utmost poig- 
nancy in emotional appeal. These mo- 
ments were encountered Monday even- 
ing in Bernhardt’s playing of the Eaglet 
ge ti were seen and heard and felt in 
the wild outecries of the little son of 
Napoleon, hemmed in by his jailers, his 
father’s enemies, of whom his own 
mother, by sufferance, was one. They 
gripped the Olympic audience breath- 
less with their meaning of historic 
tragedy. They culminated in that most 
piteous scene of all modern drama, the 
Napoleonic dreaming of L’'Aigion on 
the battlefield of Wagram, than which 
no more. tremendous illumination of 
Destiny’s power and man’s helplessness 
has been conceived since the far cave 
of Greece's ancient drama. 

Bernhardt seemed to reach backward 
through the years, grasping alike her 
own vanished youth and the atilled life 
of the Eagiet himself, tn order to satis- 
fy fer soul with the fullest possible 
realization of Rostand’s poetic thought.
